In September, 1962, a Professor Norman Dorsen was a 
scheduled speaker at seminars conducted by the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, a cited organization. The 6/25/62, issue of the ’’National 
Review" contained an article indicating that Professor Norman Dorsen, 

New York University School of Law, prepared the brief submitted to the 
U. S. Supreme Court by the ACLU requesting the Court to review the 
conviction of Robert Soblen, who was convicted of conspiracy to commit 
espionage in U. S. District Court, New York City, on 7/13/61, and was 
sentenced to terms of ten years and life imprisonment. The "New York 
Times, " in its issue of June 15, 1962,! stated that Norman Dorsen, Professor,
